Soon aftt-r the pubiioatioa of 'Undo 
Tom's Cabin' h id made Mrs. Harriet 
3eecb6r Stowe llio literary sensation of 
the day, that lady visited England, and 

■"^^■ffaa made much of by the aristooracj- 
and literary clussoa. Lady Byron be- 
came one of hor Iriond", and after Mrs. 
Stowo's roturii to the United States, an 
inlimato correspondonce wus muiiitaiued 
between the two ladies. Subsequently, 
in 1856, Mrs. Stone revisited Eugland, 
and was made the confidant by L»dy 
Byron of all the circumeiaoeea attend- 
ing her courtship and marriuge with 
Lord ByrOD — their married life and 
separation. At the tinie pWWsj epmpou- 
nication 'Ijady Byron was in ill health 
and had been warned by her physicians 
that Bhe had very Httie time to live. 
The motive in sflecting xMrs. Stowo as 
the deposiiory of the Bociot was the 
desire of Lady Byron to rouount the 
whole history to a perHon of another 
CDUoiry, and entirely out of the sphere 
of personal and local feelings whiob 

» might be supposed to influence those in 
the cODDlry und in llie staticn in lite 
where the events reully happened. 

Mrs. Stowe faithfully kept the secret. 
Lady Byron died, and eince hor death 
publications have been made, partioa- 

' larly the recent hook by Countess 
Gniociolv C^ron'.-* Itiilian mistress), in 
which the who e blame of Byron's nek- 
less and wicked life is laid to nis uile'a 
charge. It was to her narrow selfish- 
ness and icy coldness, the misUapt of 
the great poet wore due, and while the 
popalar mind has lavished its tendereat 
aympatby^on Byr.-n, it has only had 
caustic criticism for his wife. Mrs. 
Stowe, after lj;idy Byron's death, ex- 
pected that the truth would be told in 
England, but as it has not, and as 
Irosh provocation has been given by the 
book of Byron's forruor mintress. and 
its extensive oircalatioa in the United 
Stales, she deems it hor duty to make 
public lliu disclosures mad>) to her by 
Lady Byron, whom Mrs. Stowo not 
only believes to have been a lady of 
extraordinary talent and gonias, but 
OQO of tho most sincerely devoted 
Christian and charitable woman in 
England— one ia whom long Buffering 
had developed traits ot angelio holis 
ness.

and this part of llio wioiy we shall 

pass over briefly — imperr-onaiod oonsoi- 
enbo 'to Lord Byron. Soon after mar- 
riago she became acquainted wuh the 

« terrible eeorot thai afterwards shaped 
bolh their lives. Byron had become 
the fother of a child by an iuceatuous 
liason wiib his Bister. It., was his oon« 
Boiousness that bis wife bad discovered 
the crime that drove him so hear to 
inadne.''s, and inspired in his mind a 
bairou ot bur. The sibior was ua in- 
mate otlho house. Ludy Byron, ac- 
cording to ilr.-'. Stowo, did not leave 
her husband, bat was driven from home 
that ho might give binaeelf up to tho 
guilty infatutition that was consuming 
biin. When she wont to his room to bid 
him a last farewell, sbo found Byron 
and tho partner ot his sins silting to" 
gotber. Slio i-aid : 'Byron, 1 come tu 
say good bye,' offering at the saiuo lime 
her band. He ,pat bin baods behind 
hlin,and,tetieated to the mantle piece 
and looking around at the two woman 
that stood there, with a sarcastic 
smile, said • 'When Hliall we three 
meet again V Lady Byron answered, 
'In Heaven, I trus*,' und these were 
her last words to hioi on earth. To got

He advo- 
cated thf .gfigdjybUpiOred m&rrioKO of the 
conlinOnt,,,with ilsjmutual infidelities, 
and gave her to understand that only in 
this way could they have a peaceful and 
friendly life. ,She ansj?rgi-ef^ him, simply, 
'I am too traly yobr friend to do this.' 

Mrs. Siowe also Darta'tertbe "ttinfsliiy of 
Byron lowt rds bis wife dnrin/i'. the eanaitivo 
period lhat preceded the birib of their firai 
and only obild. Her inTaiiabla oxcuso for 
iheai poroxisms of unmanly bruta iiy was 
thai ha wa« insane. Whoo bar child was 
only five weeks old be expelled her from bis 
boaae ; »be was ioformed by bim in a note 
(bat be ooold not and noald doI longer have 
her about the bonse. 

Lord ByroD went to the coolinont, and in 
tho tragedy of 'Manfred,' which ho conceived 
ttud partly wtoia outiu Switza'laod, ha ro- 
heareed the Bloiy of his own lire Man- 
fred is a gloomy misanthrope, dwelling with 
impatient lemorae on (he memory of an in. 
oeataoue pasrioo, which has been the des- 
truction ot his Hister for thia lite and ibe life 
to oomo. la tha drama of 'Cain,' the same 
aubject ia. dwelt apoo. That Uy ton knew 
his own heart and judged bimaolf severolv, 
Mrs' Slows deolarea is apparent from hit 
writings.' . luitdy Byiou made, but one con 
dition «citb bim, io preaarviog the aeorei of 
bia faalt. She bad bim lo ber power and 
Bhe exacted that the uohappy, partner of 
her sins should not loilow bim out of Eng- 
land, anJ that the raiooos intrigue ahonid 
be given up. Her inUsxibilily ou tUis point 
itept up his enmiiy, wbicb oooslaDiiy ei- 
praiied itielf ia lome publication or other, 
wbiob drew her and ber private telatiooi 
with bin- -bafore the public. 

When Byron broke away from hii ud. 
worthy lile on tho contineol and went to 
Greece, Lady Byron was rejiicad io the 
hops of bia better nature triumphio;;. .Mra- 
Stowe says her love ol him was iotajeo 
and UDCbangeable. To an intiraaia friend 
wbo"|»ld''(o. ber, 'How could you love bim?' 
she answered brieBy, 'My daar, there was an 
angel in him,' When bi» Dody .sarvaDt, 
Fletobar, retucnod again to' fiiigraod,'' Lady 
Byron sent lor him, and walked the room in 
oQDVulaiva alragglea to repress her teari and 
soba, while she over aod over afiaiu strove lo 
elicit somatbiug from him which would en- 
lighten ber. apon what bia lilt message had 
been.: .Byran, djiQg,.it will be recolleoted, 
called Fletcher to him and aaid, 'Go to my 
sistfsr— lell bar— go 10 Lady Byron- you will 
sae her and say—" Ha talked incoherently 
for twenty miriutaB, muiiering his wife, 
daughter and lister's oame ; he then. said to 
Fletcher, 'Now I have told you all.' 
Fletcher replied he bad not underatood a 
word. ' Ii'g loo'late,' exclaimed Byron, 'all 
ie now ovar." He died matlering 'my sister 
— my child.' 

Lady Byron'd inbscqaent life, Mrs. Stowe 
says, wai a record ot nobla aod skilllolly ad- 
mioisterod oh»riiiea. There wae no lorm of 
human suffering lhat did not And with ber 
refuge and b^'P- Sba kuvq not only sympa- 
theiically batimpnlsively. Her daughter n- 
heriiad Irom Her father briUiaot tulaots and 
morbid sensibility, and her girltiood was a 
Bource ot more anxiety than comfort; she 
married a man of fashion — ran a brilliaDt 
career, and died of a liogering and painful 
disease; but Mra. Stowe says, it was ou the 
boBom ot her molbor that she leaned as she 
went down into the dark valley. There was 
an onf rlonale child of eiu, born with the 
curta open bar, over whose wayward oalnre 
Lady Byron watched with a mother's tender- 
oess; and 'the person,' — Mrs Stowo does not 
lay ti-ter — 'whose relations with Byron had 
baen so disaBtroua, who in the litter yeara ol 
ber life, felt Lady Byron'a loving and ennobl- 
ingl iuflueDOO, and in her la^t sickuess and 
dying boars looked to her for cooBulution aod 
help.'

Seward Insultca at Portland. 



A propbot, it haa boon said, is not 
without honor save in his own country 
and among hie own iiiadrod. The Hon 
W H Seward was honored here as few 
ifien oven of our own nation have been 
honored. Oar citiz'Mia saw in him the 
repreB§ntotlve of a great nation with 
whom tbey desire to live on friendly 
terms. Moreover they saw in bim a 
olkM.of talents and a long and brilliant 
career as the leading aiatesman of his 
. own coi)ntry, which should ever com- 
mand respeob and admiration. There 
wis" nothing either nn-Brltish or uni 
msBjy in the attentions bestowed upon 
that illnstrioUB man by this people. 
Mr Seward received iheao attentions in 
the aplrit in which they were offered, 
and deported himaolf as a gonileman of 
hia posiiion and experience might be 
prcsnmed to do, honoring and respeotN 
oor Quoen and our institutions. He had 
neither iho disposition nor the illman- 
ners to do othorwieo ; and thus bis 
visit wa3 rendered interesting to uh 
and, we have reason to thiuli, agrec- 
ablo'^nll ronnd.'' It was resorvod for 
his own countrymen to offer him the 
first insnit which ho received on the 
Pacific. A Mr Somplo (Simple would 
perhaps bo the more appropriate spel- 
ling), who occupies the editorial chair 
of the Portland Herald, dedicates a 
loading article to Mr Seward in, which 
that gentleman ia familiarly addressed 
in the first person. The article is for 
the most part made up of wheycy pla- 
titudea and blatant gasconade. Paesk 
ftg over five-8i»tbB ot the ribald bal- 
derdash which goes to make up iho 
column, we find the following : 

" As you passed through iho Straits 
of JuandeFuca your vessel was cov- 
ered by Euglish guu«, planted by force 
on the American island of San Juan. 
No ship can reach the wide waters of 
Paget Sound without passing under Eng- 
lish guns. We look upon this slate of 
afifaira as all wrong. The lino of 5-1^40 
that the old pioneers of Oregon crossed 
the conlinont to defend, will just con-> 
neot with the lino of Alaska ihtit you 
parchased from Russia. The fioglish, 
by; invading lh« Island of Can Juan, 
have broken the treaty by which we 
lost all the territory north of 49, and 
the parlies are now in 5/a<u quo. You 
have seen what a fine country ii is; 
how rich its cedars and coul ; how 
favored with deep harbors and placid 
inland obannels. If the Government 
can be iuflaenced to if sue an order to 
tha|; eflPeot, the Fenians of the Paeifio, 
and a few thousand willing Americans 
and Germans will tnl^o away all that 
country from the British. Wo will 
lower their flags in three months. We 
will give our notes at ninety days, for 
an ouifit, and be back with the spoils of 
Victoria lo pay them before thoy aro 
due. It will not any longT be said 
then that the rich ship of India seeking 
Pnget Sound with a cargo for the North 
Pacific Eailroad must pass under the 
1 .fled cannon of a Britibh fort. What 
•we have said ia blunt, but it is to the 
point and true. We are done.'' 

Altogether, apart from the looseness 
with which the writer of the above deals 
with facts which have long since bo- 
come matter of history, the whole scope 
of his utterances Bavor intensely of im- 
pertinence and ignorance. But when 
one comes to the " We will lower their 
flags in three months. Wo will give our 
notes (who would take them?) at niuety 
days, lor an ouifit, and be back with 
the spoils of Victoria to pay ihotn be- 
fore they are due,'' one is forcibly im- 
pressed w th the idea that iho " Wo " 
of the Ecrald would bo the first to 
show the while feaihor. Perhaps iho 
most meritorious feaiuro of llio arti 'lo 
is the frankness with wbich the author 
proclaims himselfa l-'eniau Fillibustur. 
We congratnlato the Di'mncnUs of Port- 
land upon the posMOi-siou of mch an 
" organ-grinder." lii common with many 
of our (Kiupie, we have been accuslomed 
to thinlc if that powerful party at least 
with feelings of respoo'; but riglu-ihink- 
ing men on bo\h sides of the 49 ih para- 
llel of latitade ^iH ezperienco no little 
diflSoolty. in respeuing those who herd 
Vlih soch brigandB ui the editor of the 
MereUd proclaims himsOf to bo.

Harriot BuL>chor 
Stowo, hasuneatthod the sko!elon,and 
sot the world abluao. A hideous mon- 
II^M^gggh it IB, the fcight of which 
ia' Wloiamtpcl' to strong, even 



rough men shudder and torn away ; 
and yet it is nnblushingly trotted out 
and pnblioly uirod by a dolioate and re- 
fined (?) American lady I It is known 
that an intimacy sprang up between 
Lady Byron and Mrs. Stowe, and it is 
claimed by the latter that, Lady Byron, 
soma four years beforo her death, but 
when she was in immediate apprehen- 
sion of dying, communicated the hideous 
secret. Briefly, the Btory is this : Lord 
Byrou lived in inoestuoaa intercourse 
with his sister, or rather half-sister, 
Augusta Maria Leigh, irom a period 
antecedent to bis marriage tip till after 
bis separation from hia wifej that a 
child was the result of this inoestaoas 
liason, that Lady Byron booame aware 
of the coaneotion immediately after her 
marriage, and \hat from a sense of doty 
to her husband and for the sake of "the 
angel that was in him,'' she tacitly 
sanctioned it by pormitting the partner 
of his crime to remain under her roof 
while ehe herself oonlinuod to hold the 
position of a wife !

It was 
I3yron's consciousness tliat his wife had 
dibcovered this erimo which drove liiiu 
so near to madness, and inspired him 
with the iiitonso hatred of her which 
ho manifested at^torwards. Now, all 
this is very horrible and very improbae 
bio. Tiie world will shrink back from 
it with horror and, for the most part, we 
vontDre to tbink, with incredulity. 
And wo daresay most people will wish 
that Mrs. Stowe had devoted her undonbt. 
cd talents to someihiog more behuinu 
her position and her sex, and more likely 
to bo nsefiil to her oaraorons readarj. 
As might bo expected tt»e story ia 
making a profound sensation, and will 
doubtless make a great run upon the 
Atlantic Monthly, and if it is noiorioty 
that Mrs. Siowo is iu questof shois 
likely to have that to her bean's con- 
teot. 

Canada. 



At a batiqiifat given to Sir F-ancis 
Iluicks, at Toronto, on the iS'.h Au- 
gust the Lion. J. II. Cameron made 
some remarks which have given rise to

(Loud applause 
and hisses) He did not bolievo that 
Bogland was prepared to lot us go ; and 
if, for instance, we should neok Franco 
to protect us from the United States, a 
diffarent sittlo of feeliog would soon 
prevail among those in the old country 
who now advocate oar separation there> 
from." To the outsider there does not 
appear to ba anything in these words 
to justify the fuss thoy have created ; 
but It Eibould be remembered that the 
Canadian mind is precisely in that tem^ 
per most favorable to ezoitement on 
tho score of indopendence.
